When the overseer's wife makes her an- 
nual or semi annual trip to the city to bay 
her dry goods, and Is waited upon by a dap- 
per little lady, well-dressed and well-edu- 
cated, she little thinks she is being waited 
upon bya lady who fs working for fifty cents 
per day, as is often the oase, Not only 
working for fifty cents per day; tho wages of ' 

a spocler-girl, but out of that must positive- 

ly come two oar fares each day, and possibly 

the same on Suuday ; that ts, if such wages ] 
will afford her the laxary of ohurch attend- 
ance, 

Tt will be seen that this reduces her wages 
to positively forty cents per day, and often 
to thirty-reven, and yet she muat dress like 
4 lady and appear well at least ten houre per 
day. The omployor is not to blame, either, 
for the “ woods are fu'l of them,” standing 
ready to fill all vacancies at those figures, 
The system ia to blame, and the ministers of 
the Gospel preaching in costly churches at 
frem $5,000 to $10,000 per year do not add 
one cont to the wages of those girls, They 
are working for about what It costs to clothe 
them.

The most unfavoreble and prom nent ob- 
ttscle in the way of successful tr atmont 
ot pulmonary consumption, ia its flattering 
character, the great aifliculty in convinolng 
the victim of danger, attonded by an utter 
unwillingoess to do anything for its removal, 
at least, till ic is too late to expect favorable 
results, Ilence, preventi‘e measures—as 
in diseases in genersl—.re the most avail- 
able, by far. P.ominent among these is the 
expansion, enlargement of the chest aud 
lungs, The mostcffective mean: of ward 
ing off discase is by promoting strength, 
size, ospacity and real power. Diseise is 
but the absence of ease, or health, If the 
firat cough is properly troated, the first 
step in the direvvion of thie terrible dizease 
arrested, each succeeding one promptly met, 
with a corresponding etluct ia the develop- 
ment of the lungs, we need not fear oon- 
samption 

No pare of the body is more susceptible 
of development by judicious and appropri- 
ate exercise than the lunge. The amouus of 
air which parses to and tro in the respira- 
tory p ooess ts ordinarily but two thirds of 
a plov, and in cases of disease is much less, 
often being reduced to less thana third of 
thisamount, By daily exercise of the luugs 
in such & manner as to develup the chest, 
the breathing capacity may be very greatly 
increwed. Woe have ‘frequently seen the 
chest expanded \hreo or tuur) inches by a 
course of appropriate trainisog One of the 
best exersises for this purpose .s forced 
respiratioa, which consists in breathing as 
deeply as possible, making strong ¢tlorte 
to fi the lungs, and emptying them us 
completely as possible, Breatni. g torough 
& small silver or glass tube is an excellent 
means of sesuring ths pioper effect and 
steadiness of movement. Tuis exerci.c 
should be taken sowly for five t» tnirty 
minutes at a time, and should be repeated 
several times 4 aay. Too mach emphasis 
cannot be laid upon the importance of giv- 
ing attention to these measures of treat- 
ment. The patient should muke it a large 
part of his busines: cach day 10 attend to 
hie re-piration, At frequent intervals he 
should expand his lungs to their fall 
capacity, avoiding violent efforts, especially 
when there is danger of hemorrhage, 
Walking, horseback riding, calisthenivs, 
aod all forms of exercise which call the 
langs into increased action, aro ex.ellent 
meuns of treatment, and sheuld be urged 
upon the patient.—Dr. J. H, Hanaford. 


Care or THE SKIN, 


Man's ingenuity has never yet devised so 
complete and delicate o covering for the 
human body as that which nature has pro- 
vided, and which fe called tne ekin, Of 
the various complex parts of the human 
frame there are none more complex than 
that of the anatomy und physiology of the 
skin, 

In this paper we shall take up for con- 

sideration sdme thoughts with reference to 
the care ofthe skin, ; 
. Lhe clearnese-and beatty of the skin” do- 
pend upon two fuudamental principles ; the 
condition, of-sthe physicia! system and 
cleanliness, These two must co oxist, and 
each to a certain extent is dependant upon 
the other, 

1, The physocial condition of the system, 
Without good health we cannot expect & 
clear, healthy looking ekin. The discolor. 
ation or unheal\ hy looking condition ot he 
skin may be dueto imperfect or impsired 
digestion, Those peopie who live lurgely 
on pastry, such as cake, pie, sweet-meats 
an4 foods cooked in fat, rarely have a clear, 
healthy looking ekin. Sometimes a similar 
condition is brought absut by a low and 
Insufficient kind of food, The reason tor

We should 
eat less pastry, acd more eggs, milk, fish, 
orown brat, and the o arser kinds of food, 
Bat it ts noc so much a want of proper 
food, as it is the neglect of cleanliness that 
tonds to make an unhealthy skin. Wo 
ofton forget the Bible injunction to ** wah 
and be clean.” Porfect cleanliness can 
never be obtained without a free and liberal 
use of soap and water, yet how many people 
areafraid of w.ter, und dread a bath as 
they do the nightmare. The writer of this 
article recalls an incident which ocourred 
duriog his boyhood days, when on one 
occasion carly in the falia schoolmate re- 
marked that hs must have one more swim, 
as he should not get a good wash again un- 
ate This ts no fancy picture buta 
fact, aod we foar that the age of such reason- 
ing is not yet passed, noris it confiaed to 
school boys, 
Warm water, neither hot aor cold, should 
be used for bathing ut all times, Tho rea- 
eon for tris is that it comes nearer in 
temperature to that of tho autural hoat of 
the body, and therefore dos not cause the 
skin to grow roogh and ohap on the one 
hand, of pacboil and wrinkle «.n the other. 
Extreme and sudden change should always 
bo avoided. In this connotion it may be 
added that ammonia and brax are very 
essential in making the water soft and 
aidin making it pleasant to the touch 
Oae thing, however, isto often torgotcen, 
and that is, that the hands, «rma and fac. 
are not the only portion ot the body that 
need attention as regards cleanliavss, A 
thorough bath at leasc once a week, and 
twice is better, ia iadispensible to good, 
sound health, and a clear, healthy skin, 
it should be remembored that there are 
thousands of pores to the skin, all of which 
should be kept open so that they may per- 
form their natur..1 functions, which though 
not #0 perceptible, yet for the work which 
they are designed to perform are not less 
important than that of the kidneys, 
in addition to frequent ablations, the 
healthfal iufldeocs of sunlight upon the 
skin should not’ be overlooked, Sanlight 
and fresh air are God's free gifts to all_ men 
alike, and this bountiful offering should not 
be neglected Carefu attention to these 
things will ensure good health, and all the 
<thexdias blessings which follow in its 
train,

THE BROOD MARE AND THE COLT. 


It has been well and truly said that the 
training and education of a young animal 
should begin before it is born. This is not 
only possible but easy.

mind and reasoning power, the horse excels 
in this respect. In its nervous system, a 
horse approaches more closely to a human 
being than any other animal, and of all our 
domestic servants, it is influenced in a great- 
er degree by ita master’s treatment than any 
other, The management of the brood mare 
then, becomes an important part of tle 
owner's business. Feeding is buta small 
part of this; the most important is the 
culture of a kind and docile disposition. 
The mare should not be overworked or 
wearied ; the whip should be put aside—if 
it is ever used, which is a_ grand mistake in 
the treatment of a horse, but is made need- 
ful at times because of the use of it upon 
brood mares—every gentle attention should 
be given and in every respect the mare 
should be controlled by kindness, and diffi- 
culties carefully avoided. If this conduct 
were the rnle, our horses would be like 
those of the Arabs, our friends and our 
slaves, and would be always willing and 
eager to obey our commands and eyen anti- 
cipate them. A horse can_be taught to un- 
derstand our language. If the one word 
“whoa,” can be understood, other words 
can,—American Agriculturist. 


LIVE STOCK NOTES FOR FEBRUARY. 


The fourteenth of February is said to be 
the stock-feeding mid-winter, and so in fact 
it is, very nearly. The last part of the win- 
ter is, however, the most trying to live 
stock than the first, and they need more 
eareful feeding and better protection against 
changes. Contrary to former practice, 
young cows are now-a-days quite frequently 
milked nearly up to calving. With old 
cows it makes little difference; but great 
milkers, eepentely great butter cows, are 


n danger of having milk fever, and it is 
thought that there f less danger if the flow 
of does not cease, Cow stables should 


be warm, Sheep pens,on the contrery 
must be airy. As ewes approach yeaning, 
increage their ration of roots, separate them 
in small pons from the flock, and take care 
thatthe early lambs do not et fatally 
chilled. Itis well to cut the straw used 
for litter into foot lengths. Breeding sows 
need close, warm pens, with plenty of lit- 
terand good feed, in which cooked vegeta- 
bles, potatoes, pumkins, turnips, and raw 
apples may be well mixed. Horses need 
care to prevent colds when used on the 
road. Always have large blankets ready to 
cover them when standing. Injuries from 
calking or kicks, as well as from falls on the 
ice are not unfrequent, and should in every 
way be guarded against. As spring ap-

He now eecared a clerkship in a solicitors 
office in London, and entered st once upon 
his life carrer of & political and athelstical 
writer and speaker, 

Mr, Bradlaugh’s + ersonal ‘popularity is 
very great, Sir Charles Dilke said of him 
in 1873, that{he had the largest personal fol- 
lowing of any man in England, 

His political status as a member from 
Northhampton, was for more than five years 
one of the mest agitating before the British 
Parliament. At the begtoning of the con- 
troverry, in 1880, he refased to take the 
oath of allegiance on the greund that it 
would not be binding on hie censclence. 

Upon re-election’Mr,Bradlaugh ‘changed 
his ground and offered so take the oath but 
the House now refused to receive it Insist- 
ing on entering the House and administering 
the oath to himself he was removed by the 
police.

THE FARM. 


A Crean CELLAR, 


The barns ond stables may be very neat 
and orderly in their arrangement and keep- 
ing, and the housewife's demain the pink 
of perfection, but tho cellar—that is, away 
down out of sight under the house—will 
hardly bear close iaepeorten: No one seems 
to feel responsible for its copdition, The 

io Mima |cobsiders it part of the house, and 
hence not exactly in his ‘charge, and the 
housewife very properly regards the work of 
keeping it in order as quite unfit for the 
hands of women, ¢ 

From these or othcr like weighty reasons, 
the cellar is too often entirely neglected a! 
ter the vegetables are stored therein, Solf 
Interest and modesty might prevent some 

men from undertaking to arbitrate in so deli- 
cate a matter, but the writer hereof is not 
deterred by such trifling obstacles, who hav- 
Ing some years ago been effectually taught 
that it was for his interest and peace of 
mind to attend to the cellar without parley, 
and furthermore, never having been troubled 
with that unknown quality called modeaty. 
He would therefore decres t at; the man 
take particular charge of thecellar, with the 
express understanding that the women felks 
supplement his labors in' this department by 
maintaining, as far as their connection with 
the cellar is oonceraed, the neat and orderly 
arrangement that he he has established. 
. The cellar under the house is too often 
the only frost-proof storing place on the 
premises, All the roots intended for the 
market and for the barn are stored here to- 
gether with the housebold supply of» vege- 
tables. This practice. necessitates all the 
greater care and watchfulness on the part of 
the owner. Such large quantities are sure 
to contain a considerable quantity of decay- 
ing matter which must frequently re- 
moved in order to keep the cellar in any- 
thing like a wholesome conditton, 

Osten it ia the case, however, tbat. the 
farmer, after filling his cellar in the autumn, 
gives it no further attention until spring,

Where Cold Waves Come From. 


Lieut. T, M. Woodruff, has been making 
a special study of ‘‘cold waves.” He has 
found that a fall of temperature succeeds an 
area of low barometer, and a rise precedes 
such an area; and that In general the re- 
verse is true of an area of high barometer, 
viz., that a fall precedes and a rike follows 
it; but whether these phenomena have the 
relation of cause and effect cannot, as yet

A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 

Quenec, January 30.—During the fright- 
ful tempest which prevailed some ten days 
ago all over the Gulf and Lower St. Law- 
rence, four hunters of Gedbout had a most 
miracilous escape from a terrible death, 
having drifted for some 90 miles during 
forty hours on a piece of floating ice. Na- 

leon Corneau, bis brother and two of his 
prother-in-laws named Labrie, went out 
from’Godbout River in two canoes to hunt 
seals and ducks, The two Labries were en- 
| gaged in killing a seal upona tield of floating 
| ice, whon the animal fiercely turned upon 
| them. Napoleon Corneau, who is telegraph 
operator at Godbout, and one of the best 
shots and most noted hunters in the country, 
went to their assistance with his brother, 
After killing the seal they were di.fted so 
far out into the Gulf that they wers unable 
to return, A merciless storm raged around 
them, and soon they were out in the middle 
of the Gulf, thirty miles from eith.r shore. 
The Labries became badly frozen and would 
inevitablp have perished bu for Napoleon 
Corneau. They Rad nothing to eat buta 
couple of froven ducks, and had frequently 
to take to their canoe, as the ico broke away 
beneath them. After drifting, a» already 
described,for many miles during forty hours, 
they managed to land upon the south shore 
of the Gulf near St, Anne des Monts, Thenoe 
they were driven to Motis, a dist.oce of 56 
tiles, it being impossible for them at this 
season of the yoar to recroas the Gulf. From 
Metis they journeyed by Intercolonial Rail- 
way, arriving in this city yesterday. The 
will shortly leave for their home on the north 
shore at Godbout, which ia d.stant from this 
city some 240 miles, They will be able to 
drive a8 far as Saultau-Cochon, but the re- 
maining distance, some 80 miles, will have to 
be walked on snowshoes,

Fortunately the roofs of 
these were covered with snow and there was 
a dead calm and none of the adjoining houses |

Search for the Dead onthe Plains—A Sad 
Story. 


A trip on horseback over, these plains on 
sucha day as this, when the sun shone 


brightly and the air waacrisp and brecing, 
: (iyi a unplesiant expericnt, “unless its 


ject be such as that’ which has kept the 
settlers hereahouts busy for a week or more 
—the search for victims of the storm, Al- 
though there have been many colder days 
in Kansas than thoge «xperienced during 
the recent blizzard, there never was a fiercer 
wind nor a more blinding and cutting 
snow. For days it seemed as though the 
earth was wrapped in vapor, and objects

Hydrophobia,.or Rabies, ao, far os tho 

mblic is concerned, orlginateg with the 
dog, although many other animals and man 
are subject toit, So far as doméstio ani 
mals are concerned, they become rabid after 
being bitten by rabid dogs, It bocomes 
therefore most imp: rtant to recognize the 
malady In its omrlicet stages, because so largo 
® portion of animale and men who are thus 
bitten, naturally take the disease, and die 
of it in unutterable agony—coprscious of the 
intenscat enffering, yet crazed by it, and 
rendered dangerous to their attondants ani 
best friends, Dog owners should therefore 
be slways alert and suspicious of any symr- 
toms of illness on the part of their dogs. 
Mr, A.J, Sewell, member of the Royal 
College cf Vetcrinary Surgeons, states oon- 
cisely the primary symptoms as follows: 
If lors of appetite is observed, watch the an- 
imal closely, Timid dogs become fearless, 
snap at and bite large and small dogs with- 
out provocation, and this Is often preceded 
by aliok from the rabld dog, Even the cat 
is liable to be attacked. Cheerful dogs be- 
come morose and sullen, quiet ones restleea, 
and good tempered ones urquiet, and a dis- 
position to hide in dark corners is observed, 
The bark becomes a short, dismal, hollow 
half bark and hil{ howl, readily noticeable,, 
as the uanal bark should be well known to 
the owner, As a rule, rabid dogs refuse 
feod, yet they will devour filth, stones, 
straw, eto, They will gnaw the wood-work 
of their ‘kennel, hearth-rugs, table cloths, 
legs of tables, chairs, etc, A rabid dog has 
a great inclination to escapo and wander, 
Hence, when any suspicious symptoms shall 
have been detected, he should be securely 
chained. Rvybid dogs haye no fear of water, 
and during the early stege can drink freely. 
In ‘‘ dumb rabies,” the tower jaw is para- 
lyzed and is slightly dropped, while the 
mouth is constantly open, with a fixed ap- 
pearance, Any dog suspected to have been 
bitten by a rabid animal, should be killed ut 
once.

THE FARMER. 


Tue Cars or Decks, 


Dacks area very plearant feature of farm 
yard surioundings, In tho last of winter 
and early epring they are sociable and buay 
enough, especially on warm days, and begin 
to lay very oarly, The duck almost always 
lays hor egg between sfx and nine o'clock. 
So the flock must be kept shut up until all 
have laid. We have found ducks to do bet- 
ter If they can be confined at night, in win- 
ter, ina shed where the horse manure Is 
thrown ont, than avywhereelee, Theheaps 
of manure heat somewhat, and ducks enjoy 
warmth, It makes them lay early, and the 
oggesre not likely to freeze, if we pet severe 
“snaps,” Barloy anj ovts are excellent feed 
forducks, If theee or any grains are thrown 
into a shallow tub, or trough, they will 
soak and beall tho botter relished, “Pekin 
Ducke are among the best layers, by far the 


best in our experience, laying not unfre 
quently sixty to eighty eggs exch, in the 
spring, and often again in the autumn, if 
the weather is warm. If ducks are not 
confined at night, they will make nests in 
some hedge-row or secluded spot difficult to 
find, and will, become broody after laying 
sixbeen to twenty €g28, OF 48 £00n asshe hasa 
goodclutch, When confined as we ruggest- 
od, they rarely make nests, but drop their 
egga anywhere, Ducks are very fond of 
watercross, and if thoy have’ access to the 
watercress bed at the spring, there will soon 
bo none left for the salad bowl. Wire-net- 
ting a foot in height, will form an effectual 
barrier, 


At Wrar 4cr SHovutp Hers Bx Sop? 


To thore who desire the best possible pro- 
fit on poultry, it isa question of xo little 
importance: ** At what age should the heng 
be sold?” I may, indeed, ship both poultry 
and eggs to the city, but the coston small 
lots would est up all the profits over and 
above that which I would receive from my 
country merchant, In my own neighbor- 
hood, spring chickens hatched in April, and 
of large, broiling siz9, are worth twenty 
cents apiece, This is hut little, if any more 
than the actual cost to the raiser, If kept, 
the pullets at six months of age will begin 
tolay. This is some wecks before Chroat- 
mas, at © time when eggs bring their boot 
price, Between their start, and the time 
when hens are in demand for market in the 
spring, these pullcte, if well fed ond cared 
for, will lay one hundred, or cight dozn 
eggs. These, at the usual city price in win- 
ter, namely twenty five centa per dozen, 
are worth two fdollars. A good Brahma 
pullet, or any of the larger breeds, may be 
kept laying all winter and spring, aud still 
be in good condition for the t ble, At that 
time a hen’ will sell for t'irty cents, and this 
will pay forthe feed the hen will consume 
up to that age, apart from what rhe will pick 
up in foraging around, if allowed free run 
apon the farm, There will then be o clear 
profit of two dollirs on each hen nt one year 
old, and this is more then cau be reasonably 
expect d at any other period of a hen’s ex- 


Inorease, to say nothing of the r 
profitaldialshe a waned pg 
It is olear, then, that it pays better to sell 
at one year old, after getting ove winter's 
laying, rathor than to keep hens to a great- 
or age, or to sell them as broilers. Young 
and vigorous hens produce the largest num. . 
ber of epge. D5 not keep old fowls, or in- 
deed, old atock of any kind. Of course a 
number, say One or two dozen hens on each 
farm, must be kept to an older age for breed- 
ing purposes; but the stock poultry and 
the laying hens should always be kept 
separate, if possible, The breeders and 
layers require different treatment. Every 
spring a full qnota of layers must be raired 
for the next winter's lnying force, Only the 
male chicks are to be sold early, the layera 
are to be sold after one season and the 
breeders at three years. Conduoted in this 
way, there is some money in the poultry, 
even when sold to the country desler,

ONTARIO REPORTS. 

Tre fourteenth Annual Report of the In- 
spector of Public Charities on the Institu- 
tion for the Education of the Blind, at 
Brantford, is at hand. It shows that dur- 
ing the year 1884-85 the work performed in 
way of instruction was of a very successful 


character. During the year there were 160 
upils in attendance, 86 males and 74 
emales, Of the were from Belleville ; 


8 from Co. Hastings; 3 from Lennox and 
2 from Prince Edward. Since the opening 
of the institution there have been 386 
pupils in attendance, of whom 210 were 
males and 176 females. © Belleville and 
Hastings sent 11; Lennox 4 and Prince Ed- 
ward 5. The total expenditure for the year 
ending 30th Sept was $33,385.52, making 
the average cost per pupil $252.92, 

The Fifteenth Annual Report of the 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb at Belle- 
ville shows this institution is becoming 
more efficient. The Inspector in his report 
refers to the excellent health which prevail- 
ed and the general tidiness and cleanliness 
everywhere displayed. The general re- 
pairs made during the vacation have added 
much to the ape and comfort of the 
Institution. Under Mr. Matheson, its exce)- 
lent superintendent, the pupils have made 
satisfactory progress in their studies. From 
the farm there were received produce of the 
value of $2,126.94, and the vegetables from 
the garden were estimated at $1,578.55. 
The gardenerreceived 33 prizes at the coun- 
ty show. Much trouble has been experi- 
enced with contractors in regard to the 
quality of meat, butter, &e. furnished, much 
of this being of an inferior quality. More 
chapel accommodation is required. During 
the year 1884-85 there were 284 pupils in 
attendance, 168 males and 116 females, 
Bruce sent the largest number ; Hastings 
sent 8, one Of them being from Deseronto ; 
Lennox and Addington 2, and Prince Ed- 
ward 2. Since the opening of the institu- 
tion 703 pupils have been in attendance, of | 
which 27 came from H astings ; 6 from Len- 
nox and 4from Prince Edward, Of these 
703 pupils, 600 were the children of par- 
ents not related before marriage ; 47 were 
the children of first cousins; 12 of second 
cousins and 7 of third cousins and 16 of 
other relations, while 21 were unknown, | 
Of the families represented, one family con 
tained 5 mutes; three contained 4; ten 3; 
and forty-six had 2. There are seven insti-

tutions for the deaf and dumb in the Do- | 


minion; three in Quebec; two in New 
Brunswick ; cne in Nova Scotia and one in 
Ontario. The whole number of pupils in 
attendance at these during the year was 
741, of whom 380 were males and 367 fe- 
males.

HOW TRE CBEES BANQUBTRD ME. 


Iwas amombor of tho first Rod River 
Expedition, under General Wolscley, in 
1870, and in the year following my dis- 
sharge was further ‘seized with tho spirit of 
adventure, Pur haring am “‘ out-fit,’ oon- 
slotiny of an Indian pony, o cart, tent, and 
stock of provisions, I started from Manitoba 
fer the Great-Plaine of the Saskatohewans, 
and on arriving at Fort Edmonton covolud- 
ed to pasa a yerr with the Half breed buffa- 
lo hunters and Indians, establishing my 
wintering post at Saddle Lake, on the north 
side of the upper Saskatchewan, about nine- 
ty miles northwest of Fort Pitt. 

Joining a party of French Half-breeds, I 
left Saddle Lake in October, 1872, ona buf- 
falo hunt, to procure & supply of meat for 
the wintor's use, 

After crossing the North Saskatchewan, 
and arriving at the Groat Plaine, buffalo 
were met with in vast numberr, and we soon 
filled twenty seven carts, but a severe and 

rotracted snowstorm caught us whilo s0- 
journing in the Cree camp under the leader- 
shin of Ohlef Little Pine, who was poisoned 
in Poundmaker’s camp ten days before the 
Cutknife fight of last summer, Owing to 
the stormy weather we were compelled to 
remain in camp for over a week, 

The lodges were pitched on the sheltered 
side ofa hill, from the summit of which 
Bands of buffalo conld beseen feeding, and 
ample supplies of tood were brought in daily 
by the rquawa, who went out with dog- 
trains atter the hunters had made a “trun,” 

No settlers or mounted police had then 
appeared on the plains, and the Indians 
were living In their primitive way, hunting, 
feasting, and dancing, enjoying the present, 
and caring nought for the morrow, 

Although this was sane of the Crees, 
neveral}Blackfeet were visiting {t, the two 
tribes, for a wonder, being at peace, in con- 
sequence of the terrible havoc mado in the 
ranks of both by the smallpox, which had 
raged on the plains during the previous 
year. 

For several days I had been hunting with 
the Indians’ and feeding on the fresh meat, 
humps, and marrow bones, when, early one 
morning, I detormined to go out alone ona 
still hunt,” hopiog to get near enough to 
a herd to senda bullet through the fattest 
animal in it, As my arrangements were 
about completed, and I had donned my 
dressed-skin huuting shirt, powder horn 
and bullet pouch, Ohief Little Pins entered 

the lodge, and, noticing my movements, ask- 
ed Johnny Pritchard, one of the Metis, to 
request me to remain, as some of my Indian 
friends intended visiting me that morning. 
Unwilliogly I complied, and soon had good 
cause to regret that I had done ao, 

Little Pino's lodge, in which I was living, 
was a very larye and commodious one, well 
lined with ornamented dressed buffalo skine, 
to ward off the draughts which entered be- 
neath the walls, and liberally supplied with 
warm robes, strewn about on the ground, 
for use as ‘chairs ” and bede, 

Johnny Pritchard, who has since become 
famous a3 the preserver of Mra Gowanlook 
and Mrs, Delaney, at Frog Lake, was with 
me in the lodge, and was the only person, 
besides myrelf,'in the camp who could speak 
English, Johnny rroved a good, honest, 
warm-hearted fellow during the long period 
in which he was connected with me, 

Soon after Little Pine’s entrance the skin 
door of the lo 'ge was pushed aside, and the 
medicine man of the camp made his appear- 
ance, bearing under his arm his stock-in- 
trade, rolled up in a dressed wolf skin, 
Seating himself boride me, after shaking 
hands, he untied his roll, and, amongst 
other articles, produced a large redatone 
pipe, into which he fitted a long carved and 
ornamented wooden stem, and placed it be- 
fore him on two sticks. 

Presently the «xin door was again opened, 
and two Indians came in. One of these was 
old Bent Reed, who had constituted himnelf 
a sort of protector and goneral guide to me 
in my wanderings amongst the many 
lodges, of all sizes, composing the camp, 
He it was who introduced me to the dance 
tent, and eyery lodge wherein o teast was 
mnder way, He had a wondertul nose, and 
could tell to a moment when the hump, 
marrow bone, or hip, which was to be the 
crowning dish of the meal, was cooked to a 
turn, and the host only awaited our pre- 
sence to place it on the ground before us, 
The other individual was Dog Tall, who 
s-me days before had, with much ceremon- 
ial feasting and painkiller drinking, adopt- 
ed me as his brother, 

They had scarcely seated themselves, 
croas-legged, on the robes spread around the 
open fire, which burned in the osntre of the 
lodge, whens crowd of Indians appeared 
and filled every available inch of space, 
They all appeared to bein the best of 
humor, laughing and joking, while coasting 

many admiring and expectant glances at 
two large copper Kettles whtoh had beon 
brought in and placed near the fire in front 
of the medicine man, Old Bent Rood chuckl- 
ed and nudged me many times, while I won- 
dered what it all meant, 

An odor of boiled meat came from the 
kettles, mingled witha stangely fragrant, 
sweet smell, which pervaded the lodge, and 
convinced mo that it was some special dish 

of tidbits cooked for my benefit, So it af:er- 
wards proved to be, but ofa nature quite 
different from what I expected, 

The old medicine man now slowly, and 


muoh deliberation and care, out some 
Tene and Gilled the big pipe, the Indians 
meanwhile preserving & perfect silercs. 
Yaking » coal from the fire—I nover saw on 
Indian light his pipe from flame when ho 
could got a Iivo ceal—he ignited the tobacco 
with two or threo long-drawn inhalations, 
and blew a oloud.of smoke to eaoh ofthe 
four cardinal points, the pky and the earth, 
after cach puff pointing the pipe-stem in the 
namo dircotion, 

Following this coremony came & short 
oration, after whioh tho pipe was passe d 
from hand to hand, until all presc nt had 
taken from it a whiff of amoke, As soon os 
all had partlolpated in this observance tho 
ashes wero carefally shaken from tho bowl, 
which was again placed in form beforo tho 
medicine man, who at cnse began to de- 
Hyver a mighty dleoouree, With much ges- 
tiocnlation and many apparent appeale to his 

audience for approval, he spoke rapidly and 
hermaoniously, 
My situation was far from pleasant, 
though after the pipe had been paracd I was 
uite at onsy as to tholr pacifio intentions, 
understood a little of the Cree langage, 
but could only follow the genoral drift of 
tho remarka made, Interlarded, ,a8 thoy 
wore, by copious slang and geatiou!ations, 
The discourse was quite lengthy, and, as 
aftorwarde fully interpretod to me by Jobn- 
ny, wasto the effect that the white men 
who had Iately come into their country 
were sppearing on the plains, hunting the 
[ndion’s buffalo, and that rome envoy 
should be sent by the Good Mother to, ex- 

Jain to them tne it all meant. I, as the 

Frat Canadian who had visited them under 
tho rew order of things, was very weloome, 
as I acted ag a friend and brother, T could 
kill all the buffalo I required for food, but I 
was to tell the Great Chlefson my return 
home that no more hunters should oome to 
the plains until a message was sent explain- 
ing all the things that were then dark to 
them, They hopedI would tell my poople 
all these. words. 

‘A chorns of ‘*How! How! How!” fol- 
lowed every appeal the medicine man made 
to the olrcle of half-naked ond _battle-scar- 
red warrlors. At the close of his oratorioal 
effort he again shook hands with me, eat 
down with a self-satisfied air, and immedi- 
ately turned hia attention to the contents of 
the kettl s almmering over the fire. 

I made thema short speech through my 
interpreter, ¢xplaining that, having been 
told of their country, I had come to visit 
them and hunt the buffalo for a seasen, and 
strongly advised them to cloeo their ears to 
tho voices of any bad men, who, would en- 
deavor t> make them believe that tho Good 
Mother would take from them their bunting 
grounds or send men to run lines about 
their grounds without first getting their 
consent and holding treaties with them. I 
aseured them I would faithfully bear their 
mesrage to the Great Chief at tho settle- 
ment: (oy testing ytho represented the 
Good Mother, This promise I honestly 
kept the following summer, when I had an 
interview with Lieutenant Governor Morris, 
at Winnipeg, and at his request made a for- 
mal report in writing on the subject, 

My words seemed to please the arsem- 
blage, for the medicine man, Little Pine, 
Bent Reed, and others stepped up and very 
solemnly shook hands once more, with 
grunts of evident satisfaction, 


During all this time the steam was issuing 
from the kettles, and I had become quite 
curious as to the nature of its contents, 
My solicitude on this point was, however, 
soon relieved, for the moment the speech, 
making was atanend the medicine man 
took the kett\es off the fire, and, with much 
stirring, made ready to transfer what they 
held to four tin washhand basins, which had 
been brought forth from some hidden recess 
and laid before him, ; 


These proparations I viewed with consid- 
erable trepidation, that almost amounted 
to fear, when each basin was filled with 
strange-looking bores and meat, and my 
feelings were not at all calmed when, from 
the second kettle, he poured over the meat 
a thick reddish-oolored stream of sauce, 
which I at once recogniz7d as boiled dried 
choke-cherries. 

With complete formality a basin was 

laced before each ofthe two Metis, Little 

ine and myself, Johnny, who was three 
seats removed from me looked yery uneasy 
and perplexed, I asked him, ina low tone, 
what this fearful looking mess was oompos- 
ed of, He answered back, ‘*Dog /”” 

Horror of horrors ! I was in a lather of 
perspiration in a moment's time, 


Could I ever oat It ? If it were but a sin- 
gle rib or slice I might stand some slight 
chance of getting it down ; but a whole quar- 
ter of adog! I turned weak at the very 
thought, 

Johnny whispered : ‘You must eat it, 
cor they will be greatly insulted and ann»y- 
ed, Iam golng to try it.” 

What was I to do? I was the only white 
man within the radius of a hundred miles, 
and did not know what would be the rosult 
of o refusal on my part to oat of this, -per- 
haps, sacred bow-wow, over which so much 
incantation and ocremony had been ex- 
pended, J 

Summoning up courage, I lifted the big 
iron spoon which had been atuck into my 
dish, took a mouthfal of the sauce, and 
swallowed {t, I imagined a lot of steel fil- 
ings washed down by sugared soup! I 
thought my throat was inrage, The sharp 
edges of the sun dried cherry -stones soratoh- 
ed and cut until they arrived ato resting 
glace In my interfer economy, (The cherrles, 
when flpe, are gathered, placed ino skin 
sack to be mashed with a pounder, stones 
ond all, until they are well broken up, beat: 
en together, when the masn is exposed to 
the sun to dry, until hard as gravel.) 

Aftér that mouthful I inwsrdiy vowed 
that‘all the Indians on the plains would not 
foroe me to repeat the experience, and, 
thinking nothing could be worse than the 
aauce, I sefmd oa piece of the dog meat and 
with my teeth, savagely tore otfa morsel, 

When I explain that the dog had been 
strangled and the hair singed off its hide, 
the skin being scorched in the operation, 
some faint idea may be had of my sensation 
on discovering that my s'gnal ill-luck had 
caused mo to take some of the burnt 
akin nt this first bite, It was os bitter as 
gall |

fragments of chokechorries, I stole a look at 
Johnny to seo how he was progressing with 
his abare of the trouble, fle was the very 
ploture of misery, great beads of sweat 
standing out on his forehead, His eye 
mooting mine, he gasped out: * Ah, boy, 
Im slck 1” I understood exactly what his 
feolings wero, for in a moment I was dead-

How to Avorn Cops, 


An eminent physician gives the following 
seagonable and practical advice: ‘* To be 
able to stand oold one must eat such kinds 
of food as will give plenty of heat, and 
must also accustom the system as much as 
pontible to cold, Host forming foods are 
rice, ego, tapioca, potatoes, the grains of 
wheat, oats, barley, and especially maize, 
I do not recommend fat, because it is diffi- 
oult of digestion, but in moderation it is- 
useful, Oatmeal porridge, eaten with but- 
terand engar, forms a good cold-realating 
breakfost, Then rice, with peas, barley and 
aw little oll or fat, makes a good dinner ; 
whilst for tea some brown bread, with but- 
ter and preserves, will do, To acountom 
the body to cold one must not wrap up too 
much, but make the body adapt itself as 
much as possible to the oold, he human 
ayatem possesses in the brain a ventre for 
the government of the heat of the body, 
by which it ie always xan at one uniform 
heat. Tf we heat our bodies by hot drinks, 
heapa of clothes, hot rooms, ete,, we give 
this centre little to do, But if we expose 
tho body to cold alr, take our food nearly 
cold, and do not clothe too heavily, we keep 
this in good condition, and it will keep the 
body warm lf we give it the necessary 
food, and is ready for sudden exposures, 
The body can he avccustommed to cold by 
means of air-baths or exposing the nude 
body to the alr, This oan be dono by taking 
exerolse at the same time, and so no cold 
will be felt, In connection with heaps of 
clothes, Imaysay that I have oured two 
or three weak ohests by making the persons 
throw aside the chest protectors (which are 
a snare) and sponge the chest daily, Whon 
cold do not rush to the fire, but take 
6 sharp run, stamp tho feet, and throw 
tne arms acrows vho chest, making the

A oorrespondent writes to Nature from 
Naples: ‘The late beautiful meteoric dis- 
play, whlch was Well seen here, has given 
rise to a somewhat ludicrous incident. The 
local papers on Sunday evening and Mon- 
day contained an account of an aorolite that 
had fallen in the Strada Florentino, one of 
the principal throughfares of the town ; 
that this stone wolghed between six and 
reven Irllogrammes, and had nearly strock 
some pcople..who were. . passing. This 
announcement was followed by a deroription 
of a stone from the pen of one of the pro- 
fossors in the university, together with an 
acoount of meteoriten in general. 

Such o display of erudition, coinoidin, 
with the bombardment our earth has ho 
from Blela’s comet, prevented my sleeping 
all nigh’, and, as darly as otiquotte would 
allow, Trpie a visit to the honge of ths 
two professors, the ha, (1) ponsessors oO 
this Fyoull-Bé sehr ane fivat examin: 
ation convinced mo that we had to deal 
with a shoomaker’s lapstone of Vesuvian 
lnva, the patina being nothing more than 
the poliah of grease, dirt, with wear and 
tear, A small fragment was given me, 
which, after belng fectiontzed, showed a 
typioal loucitophyre of Vosuvius—probably 
the lava of [631 from ‘ La Scala " quarries. 

I should not have written toyou had it not 
been that such confirmation had beengiven by 
men of position, whom [have now obliged 
to admit thelr mistake, Probably, how- 
over, the report of the fall of this supposed 
aerolite has already sproad, so that I foar 
it may be iroluded in lists of’ historlo

MURDER AT OWEN SOUND. 

Owen Sounp, Feb. 8.:—To-night about 10 
o'clock one of the most horrible crimes ever 
known in the vicinity of Owen Sound was 
committed, A colored man named Smoots, 
about 23 years of age, lost his life at the 
hands of another negro named Philip Roy,in 
the house of a colored man named Johnson.

The latter got up, and after wiping 
the blood off his face started for the door 
with an oath. Smoots hearing this started 
after him, folloving him out, when Roy 
turned on him and with some sharp instra 


ment gave him a/terrible cut in the neck be- 
low the ear. Smoots was taken in the house 
and a doctor sent for, but before one could 
arrive he had expired. The police were 
notified and two constables despatched to 
the scene, who succeeded in arresting Roy, 
Dr. McCullough examined the body and 
found a great gash about two inches long 
right below the left ear. On examination 
he declared that the carotid artery had 
been severed. An inquest will be held to- 
morrew.

The Canadian Campaign. 


PARTI, 


1am reminded of my proposal to tell you 
somethtng about our “war,” Cansos of it? 
Woll, now, that opens a large question ; al- 
moat as large a8 the country Iteclf, which 
contains 2 300,000 square miles, You know 
that somowherd away back, about 1610, 
Hi Hudson (and I beg you will not con- 
found this navigator with that other Hud- 
son of Highland notorlety, yolopt Hendrick) 
found himself in the bay which now bears 
hia name, Ho was one ofthe carliest Sir 
Lancelots whose quest has béen the North- 
weat passage, ond like many of his success 
ora in lator days, lost his life in tho fruitless 
attempt. His mon matinied, and leaving him, 
with his con anda few faithful followers who 
rofused to desert their mastor, they set sail 
Yor Eogland, A year or 80 afterward an ox 
pedition oamo in search of him, but he was 
never found nor apy soul of all his company. 
Some time after this (of course I cannot 
bore you with dates) beth France aad Eog- 
land discovered that there was money to be 
made by trading scarlet handkerobiefs and 
lass beads, eto,, to the Indians of this now 
found territory fer the magnificent furs 
whioh, in those days, were #0 enay to ob- 
tain. I fanoy tho French were a little ahead 
of John Ball, French priests, Jesuits, pen- 
trated the country in every direction, en- 
thuslasticimtho propagation of their faith ; 
after them came the voyageurs and the cour- 
iers du bois, who went among the Indiane, 
took to themselves wives from ameng the 
dusky maidons of the prairie, and so found- 
ed the race known to-day as Metis, or Half- 
breed. Tho hiétory of the country from 
that period up to the date of the Confedera- 
tion of the British Colonies is 1867, would 
be simply a description often repeated of 
the atragglea botween French, English, Jn- 
dians, and Half-breede, the Indians some- 
times‘on one side, sometimes on the other, 
& permanent foothold in the land, True, 


superior to themselves, His Influenoo was 
therefore most powerful, And when he In- 
vested himselt with the character and sano- 
tity of a rrophet, became the exponent ofa 
new religion whore tenets wore doubtless 
easter to be observed than those of the old, 
a divine mersenger sent by heaven to re- 
deem the land from the grasp of tho alien 
and give it back to the children of the soll ; 
bring back tho boffalo and the otter and 
the beaver—in short to restore the country to 
what it cnce had been—he became lord par- 
amount among the simplo people, who im- 
plioltly trusted him, These were some of 
the means adopted to bring about the rebel- 
lion, and they were sucacesful.

augurated. In the East the news spread 
quickly, and thousands of young follows who 
had been playing at soldiers for yoars, now 
donned the scarlet and rifle green in earnest 
for the firat time, The government asked 
for some four thousand men—three times 
that number fell in at the first 
sound of the bugle. From Halifax on the 
east, from Quebeo, from Montreal, Kingston 
Port Hope, Toronto, Lendon, came the 
messago that the men were under arms and

There can be no domestic life whore there 
is po woman at the head of the ‘Household, 
writes Rose Eyting in the New) York Star, 
and the Egyptian women are mere nullites, 


There is no middle claes, so that they are 
divided into the two class extremes of high | 


and low, The high life is that of the harem, 
as they call it, and not the harem, and is 
much better known throughout Europe than 
that of the lower class Egyptian women,

HISTORICAL LUNENBURG, 


The Foundation of the Town Latd in Bloid. 


A writer in the Halifax Herald, desorib- 
ing the feundation of the now Prosperous 
town of Lunenburg, N. S., says:—About 
1758 the Indians with whom the feeble 
French settlement had always cultivated 
peacefal relations, as indeed, ull the Aroa- 
dians, now saw with alarm their huoting 
grounds encroached upon by the Euglish, 
and they hovered upon the outskirts ot the 
new born Lunenburg, ready at any moment 
to murder anddestroy. A cordon of block 
houses was built around the town. These 
wero structures of thick logs, with loop 
holes to see through’ and shoot from, gerri 
soned and previsioned in times of special 
alarm, Nine of the buildings were erected 
upon the high hills which commanded an ox 
tensive view. The central part of the get- 
tlement, was enclosed with a fence of 
pickets sharpened at the top and securely 
fastened in, the ground, Bat despit. ‘el, 
precaution and the employment of 

RVERY AVAILABLE MEANS OF DEFENCE 

many of the settlers lost their lives at the 
hangs of their dusky foes, An awful gla. 
mor hangs around many a spot in the neigh- 
borhood, where these barbarous murders 
were committed. Sacrifice Island received 
its name from the fact that a white child 
was offered by the red devils there as a sa- 
crifice to their bloody gods, Seven Amori- 
can fishing schooners anchored off the same 
island were cut adrift in the night by the 
cunning savages and when they drifted 
ashore their crews were slaughtered to the 
last man, Marderer’s Point, between Ma- 
hone bay and Gold river, received its sinis- 
ter name from similar acenes of blood. Mat- 
thew B, DesBrisay, in his valuable history 
of the country, gives the follp nine graphic 
sketch of some of the deeds of the Iadians : 
“Two men named ‘Tanner and. Wagner, 
were swimming in LaHaye, near what is 
now Histle's mill, Hearing a dog bark and 
seeing Indians approaching, they drested 
with all speed and attempted to escape, 
Wagner was killed and a musket ball pas- 
sed through Tanner's waistcoat and shirt. 
The name of the Indian who shot Wagnor 
was Labrado:, Years afterward when ‘lan- 
ner lived on Heck man’s) ieland, Labrador 
encamped there forthe purpose of catching 
mink and went to Tanner's nouse, where he 
boasted of the large number of mén.he had 
killed, After the occurrence at the river, 
Tanner could not bear. the sight .of a red 
man and went several times to. ahoot Labra- 
dor but always returned without so doin 
his consciences never allowing the deed, So 
strong, however was his feellng against the 
Indians that wheneyer he epoke of one it 
was by the name ‘Tonfel,’ 

Two ot the guard on duty at the block- 
honge near where Wagner was shot, were 
sent to Luuenburg for provisions, Reach- 
ing Dares’ lake, around which a footpath 
had been made, they were tracked by the 
Indians’ dogs and having climbed into 
trees were 

SHOT DOWN BY THE INDIANS, 
Thé firing. was heard at the block house 


from whom iife had just departed, They 
baried them and passed on to Lunenburg. 
On their return they found. that. the bodies 
had been disinterred and out to pieces,” 
About the year 1756 mannamed Pay- 
zant settled with his family, consisting of 
his wife, a woman seryant, and five children, 
on a small island in Mahone Bay, a mile or 
two from Lunenburg. Here he was mur- 
dered together with one child, th. serving 
woman and boy, when the Iuu.a_. had fore- 
ed to guide them to the spot and his house 
reduced to ashes, ‘lhe wife and remaining 
children were carried prisoners into Canada, 
‘* My heart is growing ‘cold—the In ians” 
were his dying words, If there is anything 
in the belief that there are spots on this 
fair earth that are accursed, surely there 
is enough that is dreadful in the assovcia- 
tions clustering about this island to mark 
it with the brand of the curse forever,

INTERESTING LETTER. 


Carberry, Min., Feb, 5th, 1886. 
To the Editor of the Tribune, 


Dgar Sir,—I arrived here on 20th Jan. 
after many delays caused by belated trains, 
thongh, fortunately, our train met with no 
mishaps except one little collision which 
lid no harm to speak of. I got on the C. P. 
R. at Norwood on Saturday (23rd) at noon 
and arrived in Winnipeg at seven on Wed- 
nesday evening following being 35 hours 
late We left Carleton Place 7:30 Saturday 
evening, and msde good time till Sunday 
night about 10 o'clock, when we had arriv- 
ed ata station called Otter 546 miles west 
of Carleton. We were obliged to stop there 
all nighton account of an engine a few 
miles ahead of us having broken down. We 
started again on Monti morning about 8 
o'clock and wenta few miles to Maygie, 
where we stopped for breakfast which the 
C, P. R. Co. supplied free of charge, A 
splendid breakfast it was too, I must say I | 
began to think a little better of the C, P. R. 
Co. after that. We only went 70 miles on 
Monday when we had to stop again on 
account of two engines and snow plough 
having run off the track ahead of us, On 
Monday evening we had supper at the Co's. 
expense, and again the C, P. R. went up in 
my estimation, This supper was supplied 
aut of stores of provisions which are carried 
onall through trains for special occasions 
like this, when trains ure delayed at a long 
distance from dining stations. In one way 
we were benefitted by being delayed, as on 
this account we went over a part of the line 
containing the finest scenery in day light, 
which we would not have done had the 
train been on time. This was along the 
north shore of Lake Superior, and I must 
say it was indeed grand, Any description of 
mine cannot begin to give an idea of the 
grandeur and sublimity of some of the land- 
scapes, or rather ‘‘rockscapes,"” which we 
passed, In some places the track is for 
miles hewn out of solid rock on the shores 
of the Lake, where on one side of the train, 
about 40 or 50 feet below us were the blue 
waters of Lake Superior, and on the other 
aide mountains of rock towered hundreds | 
of feet above us, We also passed through | 
several tunnels hewn out of the solid rock. | 
There are a great many curves on that part | 
of the line, some of which were such, that 
etal out of the windows we could see the 
track Short distance ahead of us, running | 
almost in the opposite direction to which the 
train was then going, and, indeed, some- 

times we were at a loss to know whether 
the track which we saw out of the window 
was what we had passed over or 
whether we had yet to pass overit. I was 
told that one curve went seven miles around | 
to get one mile across, the reason being that 
the lake there was 300 feet deep, so that it 
Was impossible to bridge it. Well, as I 
said, we arrived in Winnipeg on Wednesday | 
evening. I stopped there all day Thursday 
to see the sights, &c., of the city. Winni-

When there is no 
breeze through the long canon the air be- 
comes so dense that respiration is painful 
and difficult, Duriog the Spring terrible 
gales of wind fill the air with ralt, gravel, 
and sand, in clouds as black as coal smoke, 
The whole surface of the valley, except the 
marsh in the centre, Is scarred in all direo- 
tions with deep grooves, which appear te 
have been made by freshets caused by heavy 
storms and the bursting of waterspouts. 
Altogether it is as dismal and dreary aplace 
as can be imagined,

Tux Wuear Minor, 


Tho fly Is a very minuto Insect, with 
long slender legs and antenr « (horns). The 
eyes are l.rge and black. The wings are 
somewhat wide and rounded at the outer 
extremity, and moderately transparent. 
The body isslender and is divided into a 
large number of segments. This insect 
should not be mixed up with the Hossian 
fly, as it ia dono in tho minds of many 
farmers, 

The female deposits her eggs on the 
heads of grain, and the hatched larve aro 
maggots of a reddish color, which feod upon 
the young kernols of wheat and othor amall 
grains—jven somotimcs upon tho frescos, 
Che ineect has been known on this continent 
since 1827, although it had been known in 
Europe for nearly half a century prior to 
that date, Its lite history has not yet been 
thoroughly explored, The maggots reach 
maturity in the latter part of July and in 
August, whenthey are supposed to enter 
the ground and rmain there over winter, 
until the followiog June. Some maggots, 
however, have been found in wheat which 
was loft standing long after it became ripe, 
proving that the iucect, to some extent, 
can thrive on d y fool, 

From their life: history it will be seen 
that remedial measures must be very limit- 
ed, If wheat growing coased for o geason 
or two for the purpose «fpreventing their 
ravages upon this crop, it ts not known. to 
what extent other crops would be attack- 
ed, 


Care or ANIMALS IN WINTER, 


The American Humane Assoolation offers 
the following suggestions relative to fowls, 
horees and cattle to persons having these in 
charge, in nort»ern latitudes, during the 
winter months, 

Do not compeldomestic fowls to roost in 
trees, Aside from danger of being captured 
by owls and other enemies, the swaying of 
the branches npon which they are sitting 
will prevent them from getting reat ; while 
in the severely cold weather, thus exposed, 
feot and combs are frozen and the bird is so 
benumbed as to make itimpoasible for it to 
be of much profit on the farm, Securely 
sheltered from wind and storm, and allowed 
to sit on a broad roost, feet are thus kept 
warm, refreshing rest is obtained and the 
fowlis much stronger, healthier and more 
profitable to ita owner. , 

Do not olip horses during the winter 
months, With the same propriety: we 
might out the hair from the dog or shear a 
sheep at this season of the year. The argnu- 
ment in behalf of the practice Is that the 
horse in perspiration will dry more quickly 
if the hair is short. If the animal is 
thoroughly blanketed and kept in a ehelter- 
ed or warm place, after being driven, no 
danger results {rom perspiration, whatever 
the length of hair; while the horse that 
has been deprived of its coat in the winter 
tlme suffers perpetually while being expos- 
ed to the oold, f

| How ro, Turns A Manure Heap, 


‘The interior of a manure heap, when it is 
well put up, heate'and rots rapidly, but the 
outside is cool avd does not decompose. 
To turn the heaps then is a necessary work 
at this season, Make the heap square and 
flat at the top, #0 that it will keep all the 
rain which Fails upon it, When it bas 
heated and cooled down in the center, be- 
gin at one side and turn it over, putting 
the outside inthe center of the new heap, 
and the decayed manure all around it, 
Move halfa pilein this way. Then begin 
at the other end and proceed in the same 
way ; thus making two heads, Place the 
fresh manure carried out on eath aside of 
these heaps and where the old pile stood, 
and keep it closely piled against them, 
Thie will draw the heat to the fresh manure, 
In course of time, the two heaps are thrown 
back again into one. This is excellent 
work to keep one warm in cold weather, 
better and more healthfal than sitting 
around a stove,

The actual position was perhaps about 
as follower Away north of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway some 200 miles, Riel, the 
leador‘of the Yebellton, hod his head- quarters 
and had gathored about him 4 large number 
of Half breeds and Indians, estimated all the 
way from 500 to 2.000 men. Their base of 
supplies was at a point on the South Saskat 
chowan River, called Batoche'’s Crossing 
and there in an almost impregnab!e naturel 
fortroas they awaited our coming, Fartner 
to the vorth, situated on the north branch 
of the Saskatchewan, was Fort Charlton, 
which had hitherto been the head quarters 
of armall force of mounted polloe under 
Colonel Irvine, Finding, however, that an 

outbreak was imminent, and not baving 
sufficient provisions to withatand a protract- 
ed siege in so isolated and exposed a altuation 
ColoneliIrvine wisely decided to evacuate 
the post and proceed to Prince Albert, 
which would be easier to defend, aod was 
the center of a Jarger sottlemont, Tho fort, 
therefore, together with every thing likely 
to furnish aid and comfort to the enemy was

Tux Sixteenth Annual Report of the 
Inspecter of Prisons and Public Charities 
upon the Houses of Refuge and Orphan and 
Magdalen asylums of Ontario is of a very 
interesting character, There are in the 
province 19 houses of refuge which during 
the year ending Sept. 30th 1885, sheltered 
1,857 persons, 885 males and 974 females. 
Therejare 24 orphan asylums, in which were 
received 3,296 inmates 1,826 males und 1,470 
females, There are 5 Magdalen asylums 
which received 437 women and 18 children. 
Yo these various charities the Ontario 
government granted $45,104, while from 
other sources there was received $171,630.08 
a most creditale exhibit for the people of 
the province, The only one of these institu- 
tions in this district is the Home for the 
Friendless in Belleville which during the 
year had 19 persons in residence, It reoeiv- 
ed the following ald:—from Ontario Govt., 
$283.85; Belleville, $300; inmates, $226, and 
donations $237. New and commodious 
buildings are in course of erectionand Tae 
TRIBUNE would appeal to all its readers to 
extend a helping hand to this institution.

From the Eighteenth Annual Report of 
the Inspector of Prisons, &c., upon the 
Common Gaols, Prisons and Reformatories 
of Ontario, we gather a few facts for our 
readers, The number of commitments for 
the year ending September 30th, £885, were 
11,426, a decrease of 655 on the proceding 
year. Of these 193 were to Belleville gaol, 
167 males and 26 females, an increase of 15. 
As compared with 1884, there is'a large de- 
crease in the number of commitments for 
murder and manslaughter, but an increase 
for cases of rape. There is a satisfactory 
decrease of 20 per cent. of commitments for 
drunkenness. To Belleville there were sent 
50 for drunkenness against 45 the previous 
year. The total gaol expenditure fer the 
year was $129,747.86. The average cost per 
day of cach person is 20:10 cents; in Belle- 
ville, however, it is 10.21 cents, the lowest 
rate with the exception of Sandwich which 
is 9.30 cta. Passing from the gaols to the 
Central Prison, we find that during the year 
there were 761 committals to that institu- 
tion, 221 married, 540 single ; 144 temper- 
ate, 617 intemperate. The total expendi- 
ture was $58,677, at an average daily cost 
of 45 cents for each prisoner. In the Mer- 
cer Female Reformatory the commitments 
during the year were 142; expenditure 
$27,540.89. The number of boys admitted 
to the Boys’ Reformatory at Penetangui- 
shene was 51, the total number 1m residence 
during the year being 295, a large decrease. 
The expenditure was $40,093, or $169.17 
for each inmate,

**T wos third and Mr, Dann was principal 
keeper of the lighthouse, We haa otarted 
the first {and second ussistant keepers. up 
the Atchafelyaya Bayon for provisions.

an unkind one. There is a wonderful differ- 
ence in men, we bardly need say, Temper 
in apt to manifest itself very soon in the 
handling of stock, ifs map ha*/a suporabun: 
dance of it—é '¢., téempér, The cows do 
not stand quietly in the atall when belng 
milked—cause ; a stoolis brokon over their 
becks—effect. And we always feel that a 
cow when thus treated is excusable if she 
produces a second effect—a reactionary one 
—and kicks the effender out of the stable. 
The man is unfit to take care of stock who 
does not have a controllable temper, as well 
as some liking for dumb animals, and an in- 
stinotive inclination to traat them with kind- 
ness, Cows will not *‘do well” under un- 
kind treatment, of any kind; but, on the 
other hand, they are quick to appreciate 
gentleness and kindness in thelr keepers. 
Let this fact be borne in mind in procuring 
assistants in the dairy, and furthermore, let 
tho ** boss” himaelf—é e¢ , the proprietor, be 
careful that he requires not that of another 
which he does not posecss himeelf, 
WHEN TO SELL BUTTER 
Taking all things into account, thers Is 
nothing made in keeping bntyer for high 

rloes, ‘Che best time to market itis when 
toan be got into the proper condition for 
market, Butter is o peculiar article, and 
borides being euhject to great fluctuations in 
price, it deprecistes In quality almost from 
the time of packing. And the advence in 
price obtained, if held, must be something 
considerable over the interest on ite value to 
make it atall profitable. B cause you ** bit 
it’ once by holding for better markets, is by 
no means a sign that you will again; and 
the loss from shrinkage, use of money invest 
ed, and general depreciation, must be borne 
all the time. Butter is never so sweet and 
dsirable as when first packed, provided 
careand common sense have been used in 
the making ; and, if not, the butter will 
certainly not improve by the keeping. 

THAT SICK HORSE 

It is not infrequent that a horse ia sud 
denly taken sick, breaks out ina sweat, be- 
comes stiff in its limba and perhaps dies, 
When £0 affected veterinarians call it azo- 
turia, It is usually the result of overfeed- 
ing of nitrogenous food to horses that 
have veen standing idle for a time in the 
stable, and have then been taken out and 
over-exercised. A good authority says: lt 
depends on an exceas of certain elements in 
the blood and system generally, the result of 
excessive, high feesing and insufficient 
exerciae. To prevent it, reduce the diet 
and give exercise A good, active purga- 
tive should be given, and warm fomenta- 
tions be applied to the loins ;and if the par- 
alysis continues after the acute symptoms 
have disappeared, the application of mus- 
tard blisters to the Joins sheuld be made, 
Jn the treatment of this, as of all other dis- 
eases, great carefulnees and much common 
sense must be used, and in severe cases It is 
always advisable |to employ a competent 
veterimarian. 

HINTS ON SHEEP FEEDING 

The first winter month is one that tells on 
sheep. Unless they have remarkably good 
shelter and plenty of good hay, or clover, 
they should have seme grain, say a pint of 
oats and corn mixed tegether. It is often 
the case that farmers think it the best plan 
to keep their grain altogether for lata winter 
‘feeding ; but they overlooked the fact that 
& sheep that has passed the fires cold month 
of winter in good.and flovrishing condition 
is better prepared to withstand the Jates in, 
tense cold, even with less grain, On the 
same principle|a sheep that goes into win- 
ter quarters in good condition has a much 
betrershow of coming out well in spring. 
Shelter is, howéver, quite as important as 
food ; it helps keep up animal heat, which, 
if not done in this way, feed must do, | 

YARM AQ OUNTS. 

It is, of course, a aubject worn threadbare 
in its discussion, but, yet there are many 
farmers, we venture to way, who never lay 
pencil to paper to figure up the exact gains 
or losses ot the past year, It is justas im- 
portant for the farmer to keep a careful re- 
cord of bis doings on the farm as for the 
merchant in bis store ; and because the far- 
mer does not, he thereby very often has a 
loss where a profit is counted, At azy rate, 
let him figure.out his receipts and expenses 
this month, as faras his memory will serve 
him, and possibly a memorandum here and 
there, and thus have some, even imper fect, 
{dea of what he is doing ; whether in the 
long run he is making or losing.

Mr, Hornaday brought to bag the bear. the 
wild boar, crocodiles, and many spocios of 
deer aad monkeys in the foreat of Bengal,

which comes ashore and feeds on the rocks ;
